Prossian adversary. Imdeed, a eareful exami.
pation and frank consideration of the argn-
pents presented in favor of the varions plans
jhnt have beengproposed, seem Lo lead inevi-
bly to the conclusion arrived at by M.
Northumb, viz.:—*“That the simple require-
meuts of Mr. Kelley's bill would secure the
introduction of nn intornational coinage in

ho ecasiest and most practionble way pos-
ible: "—

The question of international coinage has
pecupied o good deal of attention of late,
gapecially in Germuany, where it was the sub-

ob of discussion in the Assembly (June 13,
8GR ), and in the Daties Parlinment (June 21,
#61 ), aud there seems to be some dangor of

¢ adoption of a convention on the part of
ermany, conclnded December 1865,
hetween I'rance, Italy, Belginm, and Switzer-
and, for a term of fifteen years, which has
peen joined by Greece, and most likely will
se by Spain also. In the United States the
bill presented during the Inst session by Mr.
Kelley, of Pennsylvania, has brought the sub-
ject prominently before the publie, and it is
fo be regretted that action could notv then
ave been taken, bechuse the adoption of Mr.
Relley's plan by Congress would have been
nfluentinl in delaying foreign governments

m attempting the uulnblingmunt of an in-
ernntional coinage on the basis of the gold
frane, which could only prove a failure.

A system of coinage claiming universality
honld rest on the gold standard exclusively.
IThis is no longer contradicted, sinee France
Is about to introduce this single standard, by
hich one defect in her money system will be
smoved, The last French Committes on
vinage, report of March 5, recommended
decidedly the abolition of a double standard,
limitation in the coinage of 5 franc silver
pieces on private account, and a restriction
of their legal cirenlation and to franes in
1y payment, Belgium, Switzerland, and
ltnly have always been opposed to a double

dard, and its discontinuance will be of
momentous importance for those States
hich maintain only the silver standard. As
ung as one could have eoined in Paris, of 10
kilogr, silver (9-10 fine), 1085 francs, and of
10 kilogr. gold 8092250 franes, after deduct-
ng the charges for coining, and while several
millions of well-preserved 20-frane pieces
were yet in ciroulation in France, the prive of
gilver could not full much below G03d per
yunce standard (value of gold to silver, 1 to

560). How much the value of silver must
all, if France and other countries adopt the
ngle gold standard, cannot be foreseen,
fiough it has been estimated at 25 to 80 per
{tent.

. Before entering further on the other essen-
fial qualities of international coinage it may
do well to advanoce a few observations.

A coin is a disk (un disgue) of gold or
lilver, the full weight of which is gnaranteed
Llythe State, and which has an addition of
‘wpper, likewise guaranteed, for the befter
Ipotection of the gold or silver against ex-
zml influences.

M. Chevalier expresses hiwiself in a simi-
lar manner; his authority in mattars of coin-
ape is so great in France and elsewhers that
Lis opivion deserves s place. Ina letter to |
the vortrnal des Dobity of June 20, 1407, he
gives an elnborate history of the gold frane,
and coneludes thus:—'*We have a right to ask
whether the 20-franc piece possesses those
gqualities which render it worthy of adoption
by othor nations. The metrical system is at
present in general favor, and will finally dis-
place all others: but the very misfortune in
our gold is to be without the pale of metrie
weight. The 20-franc piece weighs 6-45161....
grommes plus a decimal fraction, and ix as
“batogue” as the wovereign, the dollar, or
any other coin. The English have just as
much right to propose the soveraign ns an
international coin, or the Bpaniards their
doubloon. In honor of the metrie systom we
should bring a sacrifice to other nations by
giving up our present coinage. That would
be preaching by exumple, and no predication
conld be more effective, M. F. de Parien,
Vice-President of the State Conneil, shares
this opinion. Bee Journal des
June, 1867,

From all this it appears that, in the oyes of
those who know the French system of coins
is not faultless, and before adopting the sawe,
it is well worth while to inquire whether or
not a new national plan can satisfy all just
demands. [The so-called “Latin Coinage
Union” is a considerable fact: the idea of
travelling through seven Btates, with eighty-
gix millions of inhabitants, without calling at
exchange offices, is very pleasant. Still, the
{"nited States should well prove the plan pro.
posad by Mr. Kelley, and if convinced of its
entire practicability, fake the lead in the re-
form at an early day, even if, for a time, a
“Saxon Coinn{;e Union” should stand side by
side with the Latin.

In saying this, it is proper to ask whether
the English would give up their sovereign to
attain this desirable object. 'The sovereign
has many adyantages over the Napoleon d'or.
By its finer composition (11-12 against 9-10)
it resists much better the effect of ciroula-
tion. The gold, in a fluid state, separates
from the copper much easier in a mixture of
9 to 1, than in that of 11 to 1, and an exact
standard is better preserved. The expense of
coining is less, because less copper is used.
With an equal value it weighs about & per
cent, less, and is thus of easier transporta-
tion. Finally, Great Dritain maintains its
standard.

As early as 1661 the Troy pound of standard
old was coined into 444 pguineas; since 1816
it makes £46 148, 6d. sterling; 410 Troy pounds
thus give 1780 guineas or 1869 sovereigns,
and 21 Bm‘eraiﬁ:xﬂ are exactly equal to 20
guineps. As the sovereign has 20 and the
guinea 21 shillings, this is only an inverted
manner of counting. England at the proper
time has undergone great sacrifices to main-
tain its standard. Defore the time of William
IIT all silver coins in cireulation had gradu-
ally sunk to one-half their original value.
When new coins of full weight were coined
or exported, there were but two ways
possible—either to reduce the standard
one-half, or to tanke in all lighter
coins st the expense of the Btate, Thanks
to the efforts of Newton, Locke, Flamsteed,
and Montagne, the latfer view prevailed in
Parliament, which resolved, in 1695, with 225
agninst 114 votes, to re-establish the standard
of Elizabeth's reign. At a time when other
nations of Europe had a most barbarous
money, England spent £2,700,000 sterling to
redeem base coins. A second example was

iven to the civilized world in 1816, when the

orced currency of bank notes was to be
ended. Instead of coining the sovereign, as
was proposed, of equal valve with the de-
b paper currency, its full weight was re-
stored, and all loans made in the latter, which
had fallen ?Orer cent,, were redeemed in
sovereigns of full value. Sach a history natu-
rally makes England proud of the sovereign.
rance, in 1705, adopted the existing value
of the livre tournois as unit of money, and a
decree of 1810 prescribed that all coing below
the legal value should be drawn in by the
treasury. The habit of the French to ascribe
a higher value to coin is so deeply rooted that
article 1805 of the Code Napoleon foresees
the possibility of such a measure,

In eivilized States the law tends to the pre-
servation of the standard of coinnge. In
England every sovereign which by uso has
fallen from 123 grains to 122}, or lost 0°0063
parts, when paid into a publie bank, is cut in
two and returned to the person who delivered
the same, In practice this is done by the
Bank of England and its branches. After
ascertaining the value of the amount by
weighing the total, each sovereign is tested
on a specially constructed scale, and if found
too light it goea to the mint, From the pub-
lic it is received only at the real value of
£3 178, 9d. per pound Troy.

In Germany also the laws for preserving
the atandard ave very strict. Iivery State, by
treaty of Junuary 24, 1857, is obliged to send
to the mint all eoins that have lost 2 per vent,
in one thaler pieces and 1} per cent. in two
thaler pieces, but to receive them as of full
value. In Austria no such regulations have

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been enacted. Under the Latin Coinage
Union the States refuse to receive gold pioces
of 0°005 part less than their full value, and
this rule alone must destine the entire system
to destruction. To avoid a crisis, sooner or |
later, from the circulation of debased coin,
they now propose in Fngland to redeem it
ngain at the expense of the State, which, with
a cireulation of £80,000,000, and & new coin-
ago of 4,000,000 nnnn.nliy, would cost 17 per
million, Bueh & mensure might, howeyer,
induce an artificial debasing of gold, and for
other reasons would hardly be practicable
with international gold coins.
